The Pennsylvania Farm Bureau, the State Grange, the State Chamber of Commerce, numerous patriotic and frater­ 
nal organizations, and many thousands of individuals, are opposing the proposed Convention aud new Constitution, 
for the following among many reasons: 


1. The announced purpose is to bring the Constitution of Pennsylvania 
into line with the New Ileal, whose rosily experiments have piled up an 
unprecedented public debt, retarded recovery and are in conflict with 
tile Constitution of the United States and the American form of gov­ 
ernment. 


2. T o further centralize all power and authority in llarrishurg, it is pro­ 
posed to abolish the State Senate (which slashed more than 7 8 mil­ 
lions from the Governor’* program for 2 0 3 millions of new taxes) 
and create a single legislative body subservient to the Executive. 


3. l uder the plan for consolidating local political units, Home Rule, as 
now carried out through local governments, administered by local ofli- 
eers, responsible only to the people, largely would disappear from 
Pennsylvania. 


4. 
The legislature would have power to abolish the (.rand Ju ry, allow 
criminal indictments merely upon information, and provide for con­ 
victions upon less than a unanimous verdict by a jury. 


5. Tile legislature would have power to bring any bra Hell of business or 
industry limier complete Slate regulation; to go into the housing busi­ 
ness; to charter and subsidize corporations to compete with private 
enterprise iii housing projects; to consolidate and supervise local re­ 
lief and churnable agencies; and to set up unemployment relief as a 
permanent dole iii Pennsylvania. 


6. A Governor, stumping the State as the chief exponent of a new Con­ 
stitution, w hose outstanding features would he the right of the Gover­ 
nor to succeed himself, and the removal of all limit on borrowing 
power, tells tin* story of this proposed revision.

nue; second, because there is no provision in the present Constitution 
which cannot he changed by an amendment approved by the people of 
Pennsylvania. 
7. Our Constitution is the basis o f our whole social, political and eco­ 
nomic structure, and every dictate o f w isdom w arns against completely 
rewriting it iii any period of econom ic unrest and political instability 
such as exists at the present time. And especially is that true when the 
chief advocates of this revision would provide for waste and extrava­ 
gance without limit, at a time when every need cries out for reducing 
tin* costs of government and keeping new taxes to a minimum. 
8. VV bile proponents of a new Constitution have baited their hook with 
“ Social Security," exactly the same results can be obtained by ail 
amendment of the existing Constitution; hut we believe that the kind 
of social security every self-respecting Pennsylvanian wants is that 
which is to he had from industrial recovery resulting from the re­ 
moval of governmental interference with business, thus providing 
good jobs at good w ages, and tin* ability of each to provide for self aud 
family, fret* of Federal, State or local charity.
